FOR  THE  JOURNAL  REPORT. 


Among  the  interesting  things  of  the 
year’s  programme  were  the  following; 
In  February  Miss  Anna  Nichols,  su- 
jierintendent  of  the  WAman’s  City 
Club,  told  us  of  the  awakening  of 
women  in  Civic  affairs  and  urged  us 
to  do  our  part  as  members  of  the  city 
household.  That  we  were  poor  house- 
kee])ers  was  evidenced  by  the  gar¬ 
bage,  the  dirty  streets,  smoke,  etc.,  all 
of  which  we  could  help  to  remedy.  In 
April  Miss  Laura  Kreer,  graduate  of 
Alercy  Hospital  and  on  the  staff  of 
the  Children’s  Memorial,  told  of  her 
training  and  experience  the  previous 
summer  with  the  sick  babies  in  the 
Poston  Floating  Hospital.  She  had 
found  the  training  invaluable,  espe¬ 
cially  from  the  technical  side,  though 
the  actual  service  was  most  laborious. 
Her  method  of  presenting  her  subject 
was  extremely  interesting.  In  June 
a  very  remarkable  presentation  of  the 
vice  situation  was  given  by  Dean 
Sumner.  The  distinct  impression  left 
with  us  was  that  we  as  nurses  have 
our  important  ])art  to  ]day  in  the 
movement.  Dean  Sumner  ended  his 
address  with  the  poem  found  else¬ 
where.  The  Octof^er  meeting,  Mr. 
Edgar  T.  Davies,  State  hkictory  In¬ 
spector,  gave  an  address  and  some  tell¬ 
ing  stereopticon  pictures  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  reforms  the  State  Inspection 
office  was  finding  and  correcting.  He 
dwelt  u])on  the  child  labor  question  at 
great  length.  It  was  a  finely  at¬ 
tended  meeting  and  an  appreciative 
audience.  In  November  Dr.  Rachel 
Yarros  gave  a  heart  to  heart  talk  on 
.Social  Hygiene  and  the  working  girl, 
emphasizing  in  detail  many  of  the 
problems  cited  by  Dean  Sumner. 
The.se  five  addresses  made  up  a  pro¬ 
gramme  that  the  Alumnae  should  feel 
privileged  to  have  heard.  The  com¬ 
ing  year  we  hope  to  have  the  good  for- 
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tune  to  hear  equally  as  valuable  pres¬ 
entations.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


During  the  year  1912  there  have 
been  held  nine  regular  meetings  of  the 
Association.  Among  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  things  accomplished  have  been  the 
adding  of  the  by-law  making  standing 


committees  of  the  Propaganda  and 
General  Nursing  Affairs  committee. 
Also  the  disposition  of  the  $2,500  leg¬ 
acy  left  by  Mr.  Sylvester  T.  Smith. 
It  to  be  known  as  the  Sylvester  T. 
Smith  Emergency  Relief  Fund,  regu¬ 
lations  controlling  which  to  be  decided 
by  a  committee  especially  appointed  for 
this  purpose.  It  has  also  been  decided 
that  we  continue  the  publication  of  our 
Alumnae  Journal.  There  have  been 
six  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors 
concerned  chiefly  in  sick  benefits  which 
have  been  paid  to  ,the  amount  of 
$345.00.  Besides  this  the  Alumnae  has 
pledged  $10.00  a  year  to  the  Robb 
Memorial  fund,  also  set  aside  a  sum 
not  less  than  $50.00  yearly  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  for  outside  philanthropic  pur¬ 
poses,  of  this  $25.00  was  given  to  an 
outside  nurse  permanently  incapaci¬ 
tated.  We  have  also  collected  and 
pledged  $20.00  a  year  to  the  Pruyn 
Fund  to  be  added  to  the  $100.00  al¬ 
ready  given  yearly.  The  Alumnae  has 
also  donated  the  linen  and  silver  given 
and  purchased  for  the  cottage  to  the 
Training  School. 

There  have  been  eight  numbers  of 
the  Alumnae  published,  of  which  the 
April  number  was  in  the  form  of  a 
year  book.  We  have  sent  four  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  National  Meeting  which 
with  three  permanent  members  gives 
us  seven  votes  in  the  National  affairs. 
We  also  sent  a  delegate  to  the  State 
Meeting  in  Galesburg. 

We  have  been  especially  favored 
in  having  some  of  the  prominent 
social  workers  to  address  the  Alum¬ 
nae,  among  whom  are  Dean  Sumner, 
Miss  Nichols,  of  the  Woman’s  City 
Club,  Mr.  Davies,  factory  inspector, 
and  Dr.  Yarros,  and  we  have  en¬ 
dorsed  by  letter  and  pledged  our¬ 
selves  as  far  as  possible  to  aid  in 
securing  birth  registration,  also  put 
ourselves  on  record  as  opposing  the 
segregation  of  the  vice  district,  we 
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1)cing'  tlie  only  group  of  nurses  wlio 
liave  officially  taken  this  stand.  In 
addition  we  have  signed  the  resolution 
endorsing  the  Sane  Christmas  Cru¬ 
sade. 

i\t  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year  we 
had  enrolled  216  nurses  active  mem¬ 
bers,  76  associate  and  11  honorary. 
We  have  lost  2  by  resignation,  and 
gained  15,  which  makes  our  number 
to  date  229  active  members,  many  of 
whom  are  occupying  important  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  Nursing  world,  several 
Superintendents  of  hospitals  ^  and 
training  schools,  many  in  other  insti¬ 
tutional  positions  as  assistants,  surgi¬ 
cal  nurses  and  teachers.  Last  year 
one  of  our  number  was  President  of 
the  Illinois  State  Association.  We  are 
represented  on  the  State  Boards  of 
Examiners  in  other  states  and  on  im¬ 
portant  committees  in  the  National  As¬ 
sociation,  and  the  official  organ  of  the 
State  Association  has  always  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  short  time  been 
edited  bv  some  member  of  our 
Alumnae.

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting 
called  to  order  with  the  ITesident, 
Miss  Fulmer,  presiding.  Particularly 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
were  holding  our  eighteenth  annual 
meeting ;  also  wished  to  thank  those 
who  have  been  good  to  us — thanks  to 
the  chairmen  of  the  various  commit¬ 
tees  who  have  done  the  best  they 
could  ;  to  the  training  school  officers. 
Miss  Johnstone  and  her  assistants;  to 
Mrs.  Herchmer  and  to  Maria,  who  at¬ 
tends  to  the  refreshments  for  the  tea 
which  follows  our  Alumnae  meetings. 
Personally  1  feel  that  the  nurses  have 
done  everything  they  could  to  attend 
the  Alumnae  meetings.  We  must 
liave  sympathy  with  the  fact  that  it 
is  impossible  to  have  the  same  group 
of  nurses  together  at  the  different 
meetings  on  account  of  the  demands 
of  ])rivate  duty,  l)ut  taking  this  all 
into  consideration,  we  have  made 
good,  realizing  that  we  have  had  an 
average  attendance  of  twenty  at  each 
meeting.  One  sj^ecial  thing  has  been 
accomplished,  we  have  given  the 
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nurses,  in  all,  good  programmes.  Mrs. 
Clark  is  to  be  complimented  on  that 
score.  The  few  'times  we  have  been 
disappointed  in  those  who  were  to 
give  the  programmes  we  regret,  but 
this  has  been  unavoivlable,  and  usually 
the  chairman  was  notified  too  late  to 
secure  a  substitute.

Most  of  the  programmes  were  given 
by  lecturers  interested  in  social  work 
and  other  current  things.  Most  of  the 
speakers  giving  their  services — the  one 
speaker  who  was  to  have  been  paid, 
did  not  keep  lier  engagement  and  did 
not  notify  Mrs.  Clark,  who  engaged 
her. 

Propaganda  Committee — no  special 
report. 

General  Nursing  Affairs — no  report. 

\dsiting  Committee — no  report. 

Nominating  Committee,  report  read 
by  Miss  Lowden,  which  follows: 

“The  work  of  the  Nominating  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  confined  to  activity  at 
two  specific  times.  They  nominated 
delegates  for  the  National  Convention 
in  June,  which  was  voted  on  in  the 
usual  postal  card  system,  and  as  far 
as  possible  secured  a  representative 
vote.  They  prepared  a  ticket  for  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  year  1913, 
presenting  it  at  the  December  meet¬ 
ing.  It  was  accepted  and  voted  on  by 
the  double  postal  card  system,  the  re¬ 
sults  to  be  reported  upon  by  the  tellers 
appointed  at  December  meeting.”  Card 
enclosed  with  nominations  as  sent  out 
if  you  care  to  print  them  with  the  re¬ 
port. 

Miss  Eulmer  then  spoke  of  the 


necessity  of  a  revision  in  our  By-laws 
and  Constitution,  and  appointed  the 
following  committee  to  confer  with  (I 
think  she  said)  older  members:  Miss 
Mack,  Chairman ;  Miss  Browne,  Miss 
Gaughran  and  Mrs.  Orr.  Any  sug¬ 
gested  changes  will  be  posted  and  an¬ 
nounced  thirty  days  before  being  acted 
upon  so  that  all  members  have  a 
chance  to  veto  anything  which  is  not 
legitimate  or  fair  to  all.  One  criticism 
Miss  Fulmer  made  was  in  regard  to 
the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  members 
when  the  postal  cards  requesting  cor¬ 
rect  addresses  for  the  year  book  were 
sent  out — only  about  50%  complying 
with  the  request  and  mailing  back  the 
cards  with  correct  address  given,  but 
when  the  year  book  was  issued  and  the 
addresses  appeared  incorrect,  then 
there  was  a  great  number  of  cards  re¬ 
ceived,  when  it  was  too  late  to  make 
corrections  in  the  year  book,  so  in 
most  cases  the  individuals  themselves 
were  to  blame  if  their  addresses  were 
wrongly  printed.  Miss  Fulmer  made 
mention  of  two  civil  service  examina¬ 
tions  for  nurses  but  as  the  time  for 
them  is  past  no  mention  need  be  made 
in  the  journal.  Also  spoke  of  the 
Congress  of  Mental  Hygiene  meeting 
here  in  Chicago,  extending  an  invita¬ 
tion  especially  to  the  nurses  to  attend 
and  hear  noted  speakers  on  the  care 
of  the  insane.  Announcement  was 
made  of  the  Occupational  Bureau  con¬ 
ducted  here,  first  started  in  New  York 
and  Boston,  where  it  has  been  very 
successful.  Many  nurses  wishing  to 
change  their  work  would  find  this  bu¬ 
reau  of  interest  to  them.  Not  only  is 
the  person  seeking  a  position  investi¬ 
gated,  but  also  the  people  who  wish 
to  em])loy  some  one.  A  charge  of 
$1.00  is  made  for  registration  fee  be¬ 
fore  your  credentials  are  looked  up, 
then  when  the  hureau  furnishes  you 
with  the  position,  2%  of  your  first 
year’s  salary  is  their  fee.  IMany  secre-

tarial  positions  are  offered  and  some 
requiring  knowledge  of  a  language  for 
translating  ])urposes.  Ihese  positions 
pay  very  good  salaries  as  a  rule. 

Miss  Fulmer  then  called  Miss  East¬ 
man  to  the  chair  while  the  report  of 
the  tellers  was  read.  Officers  and  di¬ 
rectors  elected  are  on  sli])  attached. 
Miss  Fulmer  spoke  of  the  unfairness 
of  preparing  a  ticket  without  two 
names  appearing  for  each  office,  and 
that  it  was  up  to  the  December  meet¬ 
ing  when  Miss  Lowden  presented  her 
report  of  nominations  as  incomplete, 
to  fill  in  the  vacancies,  therefore  Miss 
Lowden  should  be  absolved  from  all 
blame  in  the  matter,  as  she  had  done 
her  best  and  worked  very  hard  to  get 
the  nominees  necessary  for  the  ticket. 
ATiss  Fulmer  ex])ressed  herself  as  be¬ 
ing  very  glad  to  take  up  the  work  of 
the  Alumnae  for 'the  coming  year,  and 
though  very  husy  herself  is  able  to  do 
this  because  she  says  that  really  the 
chairmen  of  the  various  committees 
carrv  on  the  work,  but  whatever  time 
she  has  outside  of  her  working  day 
she  is  verv  jdeased  to  give  to  the 
Alumnae. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
Miss  Fldredge  made  a  plea  for  more 
members  of  the  district  organizations, 
which  when  all  plans  are  completed 
will  be  affiliated  with  the  State  organ¬ 
ization,  and  as  the  idea  of  having  dis¬ 
trict  organizations  originated  in  our 
Alumnae,  we  should  support  this 
movement  which  was  put  forth  with 
the  idea  of  getting  in  closer  touch  with 
the  nurses  in  our  own  districts  and 
arousing  greater  interest  in  the  outside 
nursing  world.  The  constitution  of 
the  State  Association  will  have  to  be 
changed  before  the  district  organiza¬ 
tions  can  be  regularly  called  a  part  of 
the  State  Association — this  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  will  be  done  very  soon.  The 
dues  to  the  district  organization  will 
give  von  membership  without  further 


dues  to  the  State  Association.  Our 
district  Association  comprises  Cook, 
Kane,  Lake  and  Will  Counties. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  for  tea.

MINUTES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF

was  called  to  order  Friday  afternoon. 
February  8th,  at  3  o’clock,  Miss  Ful¬ 
mer  in  the  chair.  Miss  Fulmer  spoke 
of  the  needs  of  the  Illinois  State  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  funds  to  support  the  law. 

Moved  by  Miss  Eastman,  seconded 
by  Miss  Cass,  that  we  make  an  effort 
to  help  the  State  Association  and  that 
our  aid  be  in  the  form  of  a  gift.  Car¬ 
ried. 

Moved  by  Miss  Eastman,  seconded 
by  Miss  Cass,  that  we  give  the  State 
Association  $200.00.  Carried  unani¬ 
mously. 

Moved  by  Miss  Cass,  seconded  by 
Miss  Eastman,  that  we  ask  the  Asso¬ 


ciation  to  endorse  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  that  Miss  Pruyn  be  paid 
$100.00  a  year  for  an  indefinite  period. 
Carried. 

Moved  by  Miss  Eastman,  seconded 
by  Miss  Johnstone,  that  $5.00  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  bind  and  preserve  the  files  of 
Alumnae  Journals.  Carried.

PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  1,  Sec.  3,  to  read,  “To  further 
the  interests  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
and  Training  School  by  giving  our 
hearty  support  to  make  them,”  etc. 

Art.  II,  Sec.  3.  Omit  “Said  appli¬ 
cant  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  same 
regular  meeting.”  Sec.  4.  Omit  “A 
candidate  failing  to  qualify  shall  not 
be  proposed  again  the  same  year.” 

Art  III.  Omit  “Recording  and  cor¬ 
responding”  as  relating  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary. 

Art.  I\^.  “There  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  to  consist  of  thirty  members. 
Five  shall  be  officers  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  chairman  of  each  standing 
committee  not  an  officer  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  by  reason  of  her  chair¬ 
manship  be  a  member  of  the  Board. 
Two  shall  be  chosen  from  each  the 
Hospital  and  Training  School  Boards, 
who  may  be  qualified  by  reason  of 
their  associate  membership ;  the  re¬ 
maining  number  shall  so  far  as  pos- 
.sible  be  selected  one  from  each  class 
graduated  from  St.  Luke’s  Training 
School,  not  otherwise  represented  on 
the  Board.  The  members  of  the 
Board  shall  hold  office,”  etc. 
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BY-LAWS. 

Art.  I,  Sec.  3.  “Meetings  of  the 
T>oar(l  of  Directors  shall  be  held  by 
direction  of  the  President  or  any  three 
members  of  the  P)oard  whenever  the 
exigencies  of  the  case  may  require." 

Sec.  4.  “The  President  shall  have 
power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Association  whenever  in  her  judg¬ 
ment  it  shall  seem  advisable." 

Art.  Ill,  Secs.  3  and  4,  as  Sec.  3. 
“The  Secretary  shall  record  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  She  shall  apprise  all  officers  and 
committees  of  their  election  or  ap¬ 
pointment,  give  notice  of  all  special 
meetings  and  send  such  other  notices 
as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time. 
She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Association  and  keep  a  concise 
record  of  such  correspondence,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  complete  file  of  all  pa¬ 
pers  or  other  material  of  interest  to 
the  Association.  Unless  otherwise 
ju'ovided  she  shall  edit  and  publish  the 
Journal  of  the  Association,  preserving 
for  the  Association  at  least  one  copy 
of  each  number  published.” 

Secs.  5,  6,  7,  changes  to  4,  5  and  6, 
respectively. 

Sec.  5.  Change  word  “one”  to  “the” 
with  reference  to  the  Secretary. 

Art.  YI,  omit  Sec.  2. 

Secs.  3  and  4.  “Sec.  2.  Any  mem¬ 
ber  who  shall  he  in  default  of  payment 
of  dues  for  a  period  of  three  months 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  bene¬ 
fit  until  six  months  after  such  arrear¬ 
age  is  paid." 

Sec.  5.  “Sec.  3.  Any  active  mem¬ 
ber  eligible  to  financial  benefit  who 
may  have  been  a  member  in  good 
standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years 
and  who  may  become  permanently  in- 
cai)acitated  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  dues.’* 

Art.  ATT,  Sec.  2.  “Any  member  in 
good  standing  who  has  been  such  for 
a  period  of  six  months  shall  be,”  etc.

Art.  X,  Sec.  1.  “Chairmen  of  the 
following  standing  committees:  Fi¬ 
nance,  Programme,  Credential,  Visit¬ 
ing,  Nominating,  Propaganda  and 
General  Nursing  and  Social  Service 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  an¬ 
nual  meeting.  They  shall  be  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall 
serve  for  one  year  or  until  such  time 
as  a  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
({ualified.” 

Article  XI,  Sec.  1.  Omit  sentence 
“This  committee,”  etc.

Sec.  5.  “The  Membership  Commit¬ 
tee  must  investigate  each  application 
for  membership.” 

Sec.  6.  “The  Propaganda  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  be  directly  concerned  in  all 
matters  of  progress  in  nursing  and 
hospital  affairs  and  as  especially  re¬ 
lated  to  the  direct  or  indirect  interests 
of  St.  Luke’s  graduates  and  shall  pro¬ 
mote  and  foster  any  activity  for  the 
benefit  of  such  interests  not  otherwise 
])rovidcd  for.” 
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Sec.  7.  "The  General  Nursing  and 
Social  Service  Committee  shall  keep 
the  Association  in  touch  with  newer 
nursing  organizations  and  the  field  of 
nursing  in  general.” 

Sec.  8.  "The  Standing  Committees 
are  required  to  give  or  send  a  bi- 
monthlv  report  to  the  Association.”

MISS  KEYS  SPEAKS  BEFORE 
CLUB  WOMEN. 


The  Toronto,  Cam,  Daily  News 
contains  an  extended  and  laudatory 
account  of  an  address  delivered  before 
the  Canadian  Business  Women’s  Club 
by  Miss  Jessie  M.  Keys,  Dubuque’s 
visiting  nurse.  The  account  of  the 
lecture  follows: 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Business  Women’s  Club, 
Miss  Jessie  M.  Keys  delivered  an  ex¬ 
tremely  interesting  address,  with 
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stereopticoii  views,  on  her  personal 
experience  as  chief  probation  officer 
of  the  Juvenile  Court  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  Miss  Keys  explained  that  the 
juvenile  court  ot  today,  with  its  corps 
of  probation  officers  and  trained  in¬ 
vestigators,  concerns  itself,  not  with 
the  awful  things  done  by  the  bad  boy 
or  girl,  but  rather  with  the  question : 
Why  did  the  bad  boy  or  girl  do  that 
thing?  Are  his  parents  properly  car¬ 
ing  for  him?  And  if  the  boy  is  a  bad 
boy,  why  and  who  or  what  made  him 
had  ?  Under  the  old  system,  delin¬ 
quent  or  dependent  children,  pending 
hearing  of  the  case  in  county  jails  or 
city  prisons,  there  coming  in  contact 
with  the  riff-raff  of  the  human  family. 
New  laws  make  it  compulsory  that 
minors  in  custody  be  kept  apart  from 
adult  delinquents  and  to  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  these  laws,  detention 
homes  are  being  built  to  properly  care 
for  minor  offenders.  Here  there  is  no 
appearance  of  a  jail  or  prison,  no  uni¬ 
formed  attendants,  and  the  life  of  the 
child  during  its  stay  in  such  a  place  is 
not  hard.  Half  of  each  day  is  spent 
in  the  class  room  or  work  shop.  He 
gets  a  daily  bath ;  is  fed  upon  plain, 
wholesome  diet ;  there  is  a  good  play¬ 
room,  where  he  is  taught  to  play,  and 
there  are  no  guards  and  no  high 
fences.  The  children  are  trusted  as 
much  as  is  good  for  them.  The 
formula  calls  for  simple  charity,  an 
understanding  of  human  nature,  and 
a  simple  system  of  home  life,  and 
sound  common  sense.  Miss  Keys 
maintains  that  there  is  no  “child 
problem,”  of  which  we  hear  so  much, 
but  it  is  the  home  problem — that  the 
home  is  the  start  of  the  trouble,  the 
middle  of  it,  and  the  great  field  of  im¬ 
provement. 

A  city  can  have  no  more  valuable 
asset  than  its  children.  Much  is  being 
done  to  secure  fair  play  and  a  square 
•  deal  in  every  sense  of  the  word  for  all 
the  children — compulsory  education 


laws,  child  labor  laws,  juvenile  courts, 
children’s  dispensaries,  playgrounds, 
public  baths,  fresh  air  schools,  the 
Girl  Guide  and  Toy  Scout  movements. 
Much  has  been  accomplished.  It  is 
only  the  foundation.  The  dreamers 
are  dreaming  dreams;  the  workers  are 
looking  for  better  tools.  They  know 
that  nothing  is  too  good  for  use  in  the 
child-building.

Please  read  carefully  the  new  con¬ 
stitution  and  by-laws.  It  is  up-to- 
date  and  interesting.  Please  preserve 
your  copy. 

The  following  is  copied  from  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  one  of  the 
most  prominent  and  oldest  Alumnae 
Associations.  It  is  important  and 
rather  worth  thinking  about: 

PENSION  FUND. 

“On  October  1,  1912,  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  fund  heretofore 
known  as  the  Benefit  Fund  shall  be 
transferred  to,  and  on  and  after  that 
date,  shall,  with  such  amounts  as  may 
be  paid  in  or  contributed  thereto,  con¬ 
stitute  and  be  known  as  the  Pension 


Fund.  The  Pension  Fund  shall  be 
administered  by  a  Committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Association,  one  other  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  three  members 
of  the  Association  elected  annually 
and  the  Advisory  Board  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
Association  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Pension  Fund.  All  members  of 
the  Association  shall  be  eligible  for 
the  Pension  Fund. 

(a)  Members  of  the  Association 
who  were  graduated  from  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  before  October  1,  1912, 
shall  become  entitled  to  a  pension,  if 
otherwise  eligible,  upon  the  payment 
by  them  within  three  years  from  date 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Association 
to  the  credit  of  the  Pension  Fund  of 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
($200),  either  all  at  one  time  or  at 
different  times. 

(b)  Members  of  the  Association 
who  were  graduated  from  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  after  October  1,  1912,  shall 
become  entitled  to  a  pension,  if  other¬ 
wise  eligible,  when  they  shall  have 
paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  to  the  credit  of  the  Pension  Fund 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  a  year 
for  twenty  (20)  years,  but  if  they  so 
desire,  such  members  may  become  en¬ 
titled  to  such  pension,  if  otherwise 
eligible,  by  making  a  payment  or  pay¬ 
ments  of  such  amounts  as  with  previ¬ 
ous  payments  made  by  them,  other 
than  annual  dues,  shall  aggregate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200). 

(c)  In  each  of  the  foregoing  cases 
any  and  all  sums  heretofore  paid  by  a 
member  to  the  Benefit  Fund  as  hereto¬ 
fore  constituted,  shall  be  credited  upon 
the  total  amount  required  to  be  paid 
by  such  member  in  order  to  entitle 
her  to  a  pension. 

(d)  In  none  of  the  foregoing  cases 
shall  a  member  of  the  Association  be 
entitled  to  draw  a  pension  until  she 
shall  have  been  graduated  from  the 
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I  Training  School  twenty  (20)  years. 

Ij  No  pension  shall  be  paid  until  the 

;  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,- 
j  000)  is  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit 
I  of  the  Pension  Fund.  When  that 
I  amount,  including  income  which  has 
accrued  thereon,  is  in  the  Treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  Pension  Fund  the  in¬ 
come  thereafter  shall  be  divided 
equally  between  those  eligible  for  a 
pension  as  herein  provided,  but  should 
any  member  waive  her  right  to  her 
share  in  the  income,  such  share  shall 
be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Fund.  Members  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  although  otherwise  entitled  to 
'  share  in  the  income  from  the  Pension 
Fund,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  share 
therein  unless  they  pay  their  Associa¬ 
tion  dues.  If  at  the  end  of  eight  years 
from  October  1,  1912,  the  sum  of 
:  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000)  shall 
'  not  be  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Associa- 
^  tion  to  the  credit  of  said  Pension 
Fund,  the  amount  paid  in  thereto  by 
each  member  shall  be  refunded  with 
such  interest  as  it  may  have  earned 
while  forming  part  of  said  fund,  and 
I  the  original  Benefit  Fund  and  all  gifts 
I  to  the  Pension  Fund  shall  revert  to 
lithe  Benefit  Fund,  the  existence  of 
'which  shall  then  be  restored,  to  be 
j  administered  in  all  respects  as  was 
j  the  said  Benefit  Fund  before  being 
transferred  to  the  Pension  Fund.” 


Suggestions  for  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  : 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  all  investments  (subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Association)  and 
shall  each  year  submit  a  budget  of  ex¬ 
penditures  to  include  all  disburse¬ 
ments  excepting  the  sick  benefit  fund. 
The  committee  shall  make  such  rec¬ 
ommendations  from  time  to  time  as  to 
the  disposal  of  moneys  in  hand,  and 
methods  of  increasing  the  various 
funds.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO 
DIXON. 


As  delegates  from  St.  Luke’s 
Alumnae  to  the  quarterly  meeting  of 
the  Illinois  State  Association  of 
Graduate  Nurses  held  in  Dixon,  Miss 
Fulmer,  Miss  Pearse  and  I  left  on 
Wednesday  morning  at  7  o’clock. 
There  were  also  in  our  party  about  ten 
other  nurses  from  various  schools  in 
the  city.  We  arrived  in  Dixon  in 
time  to  attend  the  morning  session. 
Members  of  the  Hospital  Board  and 
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doctors’  wives  met  us  at  the  station 
and  transferred  us  in  motors  to  the 
hall  of  assembly.  The  meeting  was 
opened  by  Dr.  Crissman,  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Dixon.  Mr. 
W.  B.  Brin,  Mayor  of  Dixon,  in  a 
few  cordial  words  of  welcome,  made 
us  feel  at  home  in  their  pretty  little 
city.  The  President  responded  with 
a  few  concise  remarks.  She  stated 
that  she  was  pleased  at  the  attendance 
of  nurses,  expressed  the  gratitude  of 
the  Association  to  the  citizens  of 
Dixon  for  their  hospitality  and  urged 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  nurses  in 
their  work  for  the  ensuing  year.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  her  address  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Association  was  consid¬ 
ered,  reports  from  various  commit¬ 
tees  were  read  and  accepted,  the  new 
bill  discussed  and  the  revision  of  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  accepted  with 
some  amendments  from  the  floor. 
This  closed  the  morning  session,  after 
which  we  were  invited  to  a  luncheon 
which  had  been  prepared  by  the  mem- 
i  bers  of  the  Hospital  Board,  to  which 
:  he  doctors  of  Dixon  and  their  wives 
i  I'lad  been  asked.  The  decorations 
were  beautiful,  the  luncheon  delicious 
and  the  cordiality  of  the  hostesses  un¬ 
excelled.  A  most  enjoyable  hour  was 
here  spent,  with  toasts  from  several 
doctors  and  one  from  Miss  Reynolds, 
a  member  of  the  Board,  the  President 
acting  as  toastmaster. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened 
by  Miss  Wheeler  with  a  paper  on  the 
effect  of  State  registration  on  the 
standard  of  schools.  She  made  us  all 
more  and  more  aware  of  the  fact  that 
nothing  can  bring  schools  to  the  same 
high  grade  of  standing  so  effectually 
as  State  registration.  Miss  Woolfen- 
den  being  unable  to  be  present,  her 
letter  referring  to  work  of  Red  Cross 
Nurses  at  Columbus  and  Portsmouth 
was  read  by  Miss  Fulmer.  Miss 
Breck  spoke  at  length  of  the  destitu¬ 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Dayton  and 


of  the  hundreds  who  are  still  suffering 
and  that  they  are  much  in  need  of  en¬ 
couragement  and  sympathy.  That 
she  would  gladly  give  addresses  to  any 
who  would  send  even  a  postal. 

Miss  Ahrens  spoke  of  the  district 
organization  and  of  the  efforts  to  se¬ 
cure  a  central  registry  in  connection 
with  the  club  house,  a  project  which 
will  doutbless  meet  with  much  oppo¬ 
sition  but  which  will  in  time  prove  of 
great  benefit  to  the  profession.  A 
Dixon  doctor  read  a  paper  in  which 
he  strongly  advised  the  elimination  of 
much  of  the  detail  from  the  nurses’ 
course  of  '  study.  Miss  Eleanor 
Thompson  read  a  very  able  article  on 
the  subject  of  Mental  Hygiene.  She 
traced  the  study  of  the  insane  from 
the  earliest  times  to  the  present, 
when  he  is  considered  instead  of  a 
criminal  as  a  person  ill  and  to  be 
treated  as  such.  The  efficacy  of  the 
Society  is  along  these  lines.  Of 
course  the  funds  of  the  Society  are 
wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  all  people  will  unite  in  this 
great  plan  to  allay  if  not  wholly  pre¬ 
vent  one  of  the  acknowledged  dete¬ 
riorating  elements  of  society,  in¬ 
sanity. 

It  was  here  moved  and  carried  that 
the  meeting  be  adjourned,  and  many 
took  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
given  by  the  generous  citizens  of 
Dixon  to  view  the  scenery  in  and 
around  the  city  and  along  the  banks  of 
the  Rock  River.  At  5  o’clock  the 
delegates  were  entertained  at  after¬ 
noon  tea  by  Mrs.  Horace  Reynolds, 
and  at  6,  after  a  most  enjoyable  and 
profitable  day,  we  left  the  city  of 
Dixon.  We  here  extend  to  the 
Alumnae  Association  our  thanks  for 
the  privilege  of  attending  this  meet¬ 
ing.

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EXPERIENCES  IN  DAYTON. 

M.  A.  McClennehan. 

As  the  only  St.  Luke’s  nurse  in 
Dayton,  I  felt  very  responsible.  The 
really  enviable  reputation  of  our 
school  had  to  be  upheld  by  myself 
alone.  It  was  a  splendid  experience, 
meeting  and  working  with  so  many 
nurses  from  so  many  places,  and  see¬ 
ing  the  fine  courage  and  spirit  among 
all.  I  think  all  felt  as  Miss  Delano 
said  in  her  talk  with  us,  that  she  was 
“more  proud  than  ever  of  being  a 
trained  nurse.” 

I  want  to  mention  those  in  charge 
of  the  work  and  directing  the  nurses'; 
Miss  Crandall,  of  Teachers’  College,  i 
N.  Y. ;  Miss  Gladw-in,  of  Akron,  Q. ; 
Miss  E.  McLaughlin,  of  Harper  Hos¬ 
pital,  Detroit,  and  Mrs.  Ringland,  of 
the  Chicago  Visiting  Nurse  Associa¬ 
tion.  Their  work  was  difficult,  and 
the  ability  they  showed  very  fine.  The 
same  ability,  in  fact,  that  we  St, 
Luke’s  nurses  see  in  our  own  school 
every  day.  Of  course  we  Chicago 
nurses  were  proud  that  a  Chicago 
nurse  was  one  of  the  officials.  Fifteen 
Chicago  schools,  in  all,  were  repre¬ 
sented.  We  felt  the  Chicago  nurses 
were  a  credit  to  their  city. 

I  left  for  Dayton  Friday  evening, 
March  28th,  with  Mrs.  Ringland  and 
four  other  nurses.  We  reached  Day- 
ton  about  10  A.  M.  Sunday  after  hav¬ 
ing  gone  over  condemned  bridges  and 
unsafe  tracks.  Long  before  we 
reached  the  city  we  saw  the  havoc  of 
the  water  to  outlying  farms.  At  one 
place  a  chicken  marooned  on  top  of 
a  telegraph  pole. 

We  leR  the  train  two  miles  out  of 
the  city,  because  of  washed  out 
bridges,  and  walked  into  the  city  with 
several  hundred  other  people.  We  had 
seen  signs  along  the  way,  “Don’t  come 
to  Dayton  unless  you  have  business 
there,”  but  there  were  some  idle  curi¬ 
ous  who  came  anyway;  but  these  the 


guards  took  and  put  to  work  on  the 
streets,  loading  dead  horses,  shoveling  - 
mud  or  such  work.  i 

As  we  walked  down  Third  street , 
we  saw  appalling  sights,  mud,  slime,  * 
dead  animals,  pianos,  sheds,  houses,: 
trees,  street  cars,  all  scattered  about* 
and  piled  in  the  street,  houses  aban-f 
doned  and  in  awful  condition.  In 
some  the  water  had  been  up  to  four 
feet  in  the  second  story.  One  house 
we  saw  on  this  street  had  the  porch 
off,  part  of  the  front  wall  fallen,  the! 
piano  upside  down  in  the  yard,  and 
furniture  and  clothing  strewn  around,' 
but  in  an  upstairs  window  some  one 
had  put  a  new  small  American  flag.  ' 

One  clothing  store  man  had  hung 
on  a  large  tree  in  front  of  his  storey 
his  damaged  goods,  suits,  coats,  etc.,? 
on  hangers  up  to  the  top  of  the  tree.. 

We  walked  down  a  boulevard  that 
had  on  it  some  of  the  finest  residences 
in  town.  Here  we  saw  women,  manyj 
in  men’s  trousers,  shoveling  mud  out 
of  their  front  windows.  * 

Soon  an  automobile  was  comman- 
dered  for  us  and  we  were  taken  to, 
headquarters,  which  were  at  the  Na^ 
tional  Cash  Register  plant.  Here  wel 
found  the  relief  work  well  organized! 
under  Mr.  Patterson,  president  of  the! 
National  Cash  Register  plant.  In  this! 
immense  plant  we  found  employes, 
doctors,  nurses,  homeless  men,  women 
and  children,  sick  refugees,  all  housed  ‘ 
and  fed.  They  fed  between  6.000  and 
8,000  the  day  the  first  week.  Every¬ 
thing  was  free,  newspapers,  car  rides,  j 
coffee,  sandwiches,  even  mail  carried  | 
free.  We  could  stop  any  automobile 
and  have  them  take  us  anywhere.  The 
whole  city  was  under  martial  law. 
Curfew  at  6 :30.  One  nurse  asked  a 
militiaman  to  stop  a  car  for  her.  He 
went  out  in  the  street  to  do  so  and  she 
called  to  him,  “Your  gun  is  pointing 
at  me,  turn  it  away,  I’m  afraid  of  it.” 
He  carefully  moved  it  and  said, 
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“Lady,  you’re  not  any  more  afraid  of 
that  gun  than  I  am.” 

On  entering  the  main  entrance  of 
the  National  Cash  Register  plant,  to 
the  left  we  saw  a  large  sign,  “Red 
Cross  nurses  report  here.”  In  this 
room  some  nurses  had  just  arrived, 
and  more  coming  in  frequently.  We 
introduced  ourselves  and  all  exchanged 
tales  of  their  trips  into  Dayton. 

Some  nurses  were  put  immediately 
on  duty  on  the  bread  line.  This  line 
was  two  deep,  often  two  blocks  long, 
and  among  the  people  many  promi¬ 
nent  citizens  of  Dayton,  all  hungry, 
many  fainting  from  exhaustion. 
The  emergency  hospitals  on  the  fifth 
and  eighth  floors  were  full  of  pneu¬ 
monia,  tonsilitis,  broken  or  sprained 
limbs,  exhaustion  and  obstetrical  cases. 

In  the  evening  one  other  nurse  and 
I  were  sent  on  duty  for  the  night  to 
Zimmer  Hall.  This  was  a  dance  hall 
back  of  a  saloon,  where  we  had  no 
heat,  only  two  lanterns  for  lights,  no 
telephone,  water  scarce,  and  no  con¬ 
nection  with  the  outside  except  in  an 
emergency  to  send  a  militiaman.  Here 
we  had  from  60  to  75  refugees  sleep¬ 
ing,  many  sick.  It  rained  hard  all 
night  and  discouraged  all.  We  had 
a  few  surgical  dressings,  and  a  bread 
line  that  started  about  5  o’clock  in  the 
morning. 


Later  for  six  nights  I  was  on  duty 
in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  alone  except  for 
a  corporal  of  the  militia,  who  was  on 
duty  with  me.  Here  100  to  125  men 
slept  in  the  basement,  and  60  to  75 
women  and  children  upstairs.  Many 
had  been  on  house  tops  from  Tues¬ 
day  to  Friday,  all  were  half  sick,  the 
men  were  working  hard  on  the  streets, 
all  were  discouraged  and  disheart¬ 
ened,  fearing  another  flood,  as  it 
rained  ceaselessly.  Each  night  all 
were  listed  who  stayed  here.  Many 
came  to  consult  the  lists  and  many 
touching  scenes  when  families  or 
friends  were  reunited. 


One  woman  had  a  badly  sprained 
ankle.  She  had  spent  two  nights  and 
three  days  on  house  tops  in  the  block 
where  one  of  the  fires  was.  The  wind 
was  changeable  and  they  had  to  crawl 
around  the  house  tops  one  side  of  the 
block,  then  back,  to  keep  from  the  fire.  ' 
She  said  she  would  have  been  all 
right  but  she  was  helping  a  blind 
woman  and  a  cripple. 

One  woman  said  she  and  her  three 
children  were  at  breakfast  when  she 
saw  the  water  coming  in  the  street. 
She  hurried  to  the  school  house  a 
block  and  a  half  away,  but  when  she 
got  within  half  a  block  of  the  school 
house  the  water  was  up  to  the  young¬ 
est  child’s  neck. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  week  it  was 
necessary  for  us  to  move  to  downtown 
headquarters.  Here  we  were  in  the 
flooded  district.  Our  home  had  been 
a  large,  handsome,  stone  house.  We 
lived  in  simple  style,  not  lacking  any 
real  necessities,  but  doing  without 
some  things  we  had  thought  were 
necessary.  We  were  a  happy  family, 
no  complaints  were  heard,  all  made 
the  best  of  everything.  If  we  were 
cold  in  the  night  we  put  on  our  sweat¬ 
ers,  if  the  candles  were  gone  we  went 
to  bed  in  the  dark.  Here  all  night  we 
heard  the  militia  in  the  street  calling 
the  hour  and  the  added  “All  is  well” 
— which  we  thought  a  fiction,  for  we 
heard  many  calls  of  “Halt,”  a  good 
deal  of  running  and  shooting,  and  calls 
for  “Corporal  of  the  guard.” 

I  think  after  my  experience  here  I 
appreciate  more  than  ever  the  value 
of  the  semi-military  rules  in  a  nurse’s 
training. 

The  second  week  I  was  sent  to  Dis¬ 
trict  No.  4,  under  Mrs.  McKee,  of  the 
Cleveland  Board  of  Health.  The  city 
was  divided  into  16  sanitary  districts. 
Our  district  had  headquarters  of  all 
three  departments,  at  the  Broadway 
schoolhouse — the  Relief,  the  Red 
Cross,  rehabilitation,  and  the  Sanitary. 
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In  this  sanitary  work  of  District  No. 
4  there  were  ten  nurses  and  eight 
doctors,  but  in  the  district  we  found 
conditions  appalling,  everything  un¬ 
clean,  unsanitary,  house  after  house 
dismantled,  walls  soaked,  furniture 
and  clothing  mud  covered,  dead  ani¬ 
mals,  poultry  and  decaying  material 
all  around.  We  went  from  house  to 
house,  as  sanitary  officers,  inspecting 
sanitary  conditions,  instructing  the 
people  about  cleaning  the  houses  and 
premises,  burning  garbage,  reporting 
sickness,  boiling  drinking  water,  etc. 
For  days  and  days  it  rained.  We  put 
newspapers  in  our  caps  and  under  the 
shoulders  of  our  coats,, put  on  rubber 
boots  and  went  over  streets  filled  with 
mud,  into  cellars  filled  with  mud  and 
water,  into  alleys  ^and  outbuildings. 
One  woman  called  to  us,  “What’ll  I 
ever  do  with  them  barns  and  sheds 
washed  up  agin  my  back  fence,  and 
what  about  the  vault,  and,  dearie,  will 
I  ever  have  my  place  as  ’twas  ?  I  lived 
so  comfortable  like.” 

One  man  said,  “Say,  Miss,  what’ll  I 
ever  do  for  my  barn?”  I  said,  “Your 
barn  is  all  right.  It  is  tipped  over, 
but  it  can  be  straightened  up.”  “No, 
lady,”  he  said,  “that  isn’t  my  barn, 
that’s  another  barn  came  in  mine’s 
place.” 

There  seemed  to  be  hundreds  of 
pianos  falling  to  pieces  in  the  gutters. 
Once  I  saw  a  little  girl  in  the  rain 
with  her  arms  around  the  corner  of  a 
very  damaged  piano,  patting .  it  lov¬ 
ingly,  and  crying  very  bitterly. 

Everywhere  the  Red  Cross  Lady 
was  given  a  warm  welcome  and  urged 
to  come  back  again.  We  usually  went 
by  twos,  as  there  were  many  really 
dangerous  places,  steps  slippery  with 
mud  into  dark  water  filled  basements. 
One  nurse  was  bitten  by  a  dog.  One 
found  a  woman  who  had  gone  insane 
and  been  alone  in  her  house  since  the 
flood.  I  myself  went  just  to  a  hole 


in  a  kitchen  floor,  to  a  cistern  in  a 
dark,  abandoned  house.  | 

Many  places  we  found  the  sick  on  | 
wet  mattresses,  often  with  no  cover-  j 
ing.  Some  people  slept  on  boxes  and 
table  boards.  Everywhere  we  met 
the  constant  asking  for  blankets, 
mattresses,  shoes,  underwear,  fuel,  oil 
stoves,  boots  and  baby  clothes.  One 
Slav  woman  said  pitifully,  “Much  big 
wet  come,  take  all  my  baby  clothes.” 
There  was  no  gas  supply.  Dr.  Light, 
the  head  of  our  sanitary  district,  had 
a  very  sick  child  and  a  number  of 
refugees  in  his  home,  yet  his  wife  did 
all  their  cooking  on  a  small  grate  in 
their  library.  They  felt  they  were  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  this.  | 

There  are  really  so  many  necessities  f 
in  life,  and  all  had  been  swept  away  I 
for  so  many  people.  Mattresses,  mops,  i 
pails,  brooms,  blankets,  shoes,  cloth-  ! 
ing,  cots,  rubber  boots,  towels,  bas-  I 
kets  all  were  supplied.  The  Red  Cross 
nurses  had  the  requisitioning  of  these 
supplies.  Miss  Crandall  was  quite  i: 
gratified  at  this,  for  she  said  it  was  ; 
the  first  time  to  her  knowledge  that  ! 
the  trained  nurse  was  given  equal  ! 
power  with  the  trained  social  worker.  | 
Yet  in  spite  of  the  tragedy  of  it  all  | 
people  were  busy  cleaning.  All  felt  I 
delay  impossible.  ' 

One  place  I  am  sure  there  were  1 
1,000  books,  some  handsome  leather  | 
bound  ones,  piled  up  in  the  rain  in  a  | 
back  yard  ready  to  be  hauled  to  the  ! 
dump.  I 

One  man  who  had  a  small  shop  and  : 
had  been  burned  out,  before  we  left  ' 
had  put  up  on  the  only  part  of  the  ' 
building  left  standing — the  rear  wall —  > 
this  sign :  “Open  for  business.  Front  i 
out  of  order.  Inquire  in  the  rear.”  ' 
When  passing  by  a  house  one  day  i 
a  German  woman  came  out  and  called  i 
to  me,  “Red  Cross  lady,  come  by  my 
house.”  She ,  showed  me  her  cellar  i 
full  of  water,  her  steps  and  porch  j 
washed  away,  her  kitchen  with  two  : 
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sides  gone,  the  little  dormer  window 
upstairs  she  had  climbed  out  of  to  be 
rescued  in  a  boat.  She  then  after 
kissing  my  hand  begged  me  to  come 
see  her  cows.  On  the  way  to  the 
barn  she  pointed  to  her  chicken  yard 
that  had  in  it  “forty  dead  chickens 
and  two  roosters.” 

She  had  cut  the  cows’  ropes  when 
the  flood  came  and  they  had  swam 
and  stood  on  a  roof  of  a  building 
until  the  water  subsided.  Then  her 
son  had  taken  planks  and  led  them 
down  and  brought  them  home.  “The 
dear  things,”  she  said,  “they  saved 
themselves  and  me  too,  for  they  are  all 
I  have  to  live  by.” 

No  one  suffered  more  than  the  doc¬ 
tors  in  Dayton  in  their  offices,  homes, 
practice  and  good  outstanding  bills, 
many  of  which  now  probably  never 
will  be  paid.  Yet  the  majority  of 
them,  as  soon  as  they  could  get 
through  the  streets,  went  to  headquar¬ 
ters  and  reported  for  public  duty,  and 
five  weeks  after  most  of  them  were 
still  doing  public  service. 

The  work  of  the  Red  Cross  nurses 
was  greatly  appreciated  and  praised 
by  the  doctors  and  people  of  Dayton, 
also  by  Dr.  Devine  and  Maj.  Rhoades. 

All  felt  the  careful  inspection  and 
jsanitary  instructions  had  prevented 
an  epidemic.  It  was  said  when  we 
left,  even  after  the  terrible  conditions 
prevailing  so  long,  that  Dayton  had 
jless  sickness  than  when  in  normal  con- 
|dition.  The  doctors  felt  preventive 
I  jmedicine  showed  here  what  could  be 
'jldone  and  the  Red  Cross  nurses  had 


shown  how  valuable  their  help  could 
be  at  such  a  time.

DELEGATES  REPORT. 


The  meetings  at  Atlantic  City  be¬ 
gan  on  Monday  morning,  June  21st 
on  the  steel  pier.  The  three  societies 
■ — the  American  Nurses’  Association, 
Public  Health  Nurses’  and  League 
for  Nursing  Education  holding  their 
meetings  simultaneously ;  at  the  same 
time  smaller  meetings  were  being 
held.  Each  section  having  its  own 
chairman  and  each  dealing  with  some 
special  subject- — this  giving  the  nurses 
too,  opportunity  for  free  discussion 
in  subjects  of  special  interest  to 
themselves. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  League  for 
Nursing  Education  the  announce¬ 
ment  was  made  of  the  resignation  of 
Annie  W.  Goodrich  from  her  posi¬ 
tion  as  inspector  of  nurse  training 
schools  in  New  York  State  and  of 
her  appointment  to  a  professorship 


in  the  Department  of  Nursing  and 
Health  at  Teachers’  College,  to  be  as¬ 
sociated  with  Miss  Nutting.  Miss 
Goodrich’s  resignation  from  the  State 
Education  Department  will  take  ef¬ 
fect  in  February,  1914.  The  profes¬ 
sorship  was  made  possible  through 
the  added  generosity  of  Mrs.  Helen 
Flartley  Jenkins,  to  whom  the  nurses 
of  the  country  were  already  indebted 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Nursing  and  Health  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  University.  While  Miss  Good¬ 
rich’s  resignation  will  be  a  great  loss 
to  nursing  education  in  New  York 
State,  her  broader  influence  at  Colum¬ 
bia,  which  will  be  felt  by  nurses  all 
over  the  country,  must  be  considered 
a  compensation.  Her  unusual  expe¬ 
rience  in  the  Education  Department 
at  Albany  makes  her  especially  well  . 
fitted  for  this  new  position.  Mrs. 
Jenkins  was  present  at  the  convention 
and  attended  the  meetings  very  reg¬ 
ularly,  as  did  Miss  Mabel  Boardman. 
Mrs.  Jenkins  urged  the  members  to 
continue  the  work  for  higher  stand¬ 
ards  of  nursing.  She  explained  her 
interest  in  the  elevation  of  our  pro¬ 
fession  as  being  the  result  of  a  sad 
experience  in  her  own  family  because 
of  the  ignorance  of  a  nurse  discharg¬ 
ed,  for  cause,  from  one  of  the  great 
training  schools,  who  was  imposed 
upon  them  as  a  graduate.  Miss  Board- 
man  made  a  brilliant  appeal  to  nurses 
of  the  country  to  give  their  support 
and  co-operation  to  the  department 
of  rural  nursing  established  under  the 
Red  Cross.  She  drew  a  picture  of 
the  wonderful  usefulness  of  a  nurse 
in  an  isolated  community,  not  only 
to  the  poor,  but  to  the  well-to-do,  who, 
from  the  fact  of  their  isolation,  are 
deprived  of  skilled  nursing  care. 

The  general  trend  of  nursing  edu¬ 
cation,  as  shown  by  the  various  pa¬ 
pers  and  reports,  is  upward;  there  has 
been  great  advance  in  all  parts  of 
the  country  in  nursing  standards, 
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things  that  seemed  utterly  impossible 
two  years  ago  have  come  to  pass  with 
little  effort,  greater  numbers  of  high 
school  and  college  graduates  are  en¬ 
tering  the  nursing  field,  there  are 
more  paid  instructors,  more  paid 
graduates  for  night  work,  especially 
where  the  pupils  are  very  young,  sal¬ 
aries  paid  to  superintendents  and 
teachers  are  better.  It  was  suggested 
'that  schools  shall  give  an  allowance  of 
time  to  college  graduates. 

Another  factor  especially  worthy  of 
note  as  expressing  progress  was  that 
the  A.  N.  A.  by  a  rising  vote  placed 
itself  on  record  as  in  favor  of  compul¬ 
sory  registration  in  all  states. 

Two  years  ago,  at  the  meeting  in 
Boston,  it  was  suggested  that  some 
influential  educational  body  outside 
either  the  nursing  or  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  should  make  a  thorough  inves¬ 
tigation  of  nurse  training  schools  in 
the  same  way  that  the  Carnegie  Insti¬ 
tute  investigated  medical  schools.  The 
Carnegie  Institute  was  asked  to  un¬ 
dertake  this  work,  but  replied  that 
though  interested,  it  was  unable  to 
undertake  it.  It  was  shown  that  at 
the  time  this  request  was  made,  co¬ 
operation  was  asked  from  the  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Medicine  of  New  York,  a  re¬ 
quest  which  was  not  favorably  con¬ 
sidered.  Now  the  Academy  of  Medi¬ 
cine  has  sent  letters  to  the  American 
Nurses’  Association,  the  League  for 
Nursing  Education  and  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  Public  Health  Nursing  ask¬ 
ing  for  their  co-operation  in  request¬ 
ing  such  an  investigation.  At  the  full 
meeting  of  the  American  Nurses’  As¬ 
sociation  it  was  voted  unanimously 
to  co-operate  in  this  request. 

Three  universities  are  reported  as 
giving  a  year  of  preparation  for  nur¬ 
sing  work,  this  time  being  given  credit 
in  certain  hospitals.  It  was  the  con¬ 
sensus  of  opinion  that  in  the  schools 
accepting  young  pupils,  careful  su- 
])ervision  is  neres‘=ary  and  that  more 


graduate  nurses  should  be  employed 
to  look  after  them. 

The  Public  Health  nurses  who  or¬ 
ganized  just  a  year  ago  had  an  attend¬ 
ance  of  over  300  nurses  and  the 
finance  committee  showed  a  member¬ 
ship  of  over  700. 

The  Red  Cross  meetings  were  in¬ 
tensely  interesting — especially  were 
we  interested  when  the  only  letter 
which  Miss  Delano  quoted  in  her  re¬ 
port  of  the  Dayton  work  was  one  from 
our  ow^n  Miss  McClennehan.  We 
were  not  altogether  proud  to  learn  that 
of  fifty  nurses  who  went  down  from 
Chicago  only  one  was  from  St.  Luke’s. 

The  amendment  governing  member¬ 
ship  in  the  American  Nurses’  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  had  been  mailed  to  the 
members  previous  to  the  meeting,  was 
adopted,  and  amounts  practically  to 
this :  that  any  one  who  has  at  any  time 
in  the  past  been  sent  as  a  delegate, 
and  who  has  attended  one  meeting 
since,  whether  directly  after  the  one 
at  which  she  was  a  delegate  or  not, 
may  become  a  permanent  member  by 
presenting  proper  credentials  and  pay¬ 
ing  annual  dues  of  $2. 

In  the  report  of  the  Robb  fund  it 
was  shown  that  in  the  coming:  vear 
there  are  to  be  three  scholarships,  one 
in  Columbia  University,  one  in  Chi¬ 
cago  School  of  Civics  and  the  third 
in  Boston.  The  two  nurses  who  held 
scholarships  during  the  past  year  were 
reported  as  having  done  very  credit¬ 
able  work. 

In  the  report  of  the  Nurses’  Relief 
Fund  it  was  shown  that  from  all 
sources  there  had  been  contributed 
$8388.98,  and  that  after  paying  the 
expenses  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  work  a  balance  of  $6943.43  re¬ 
mained.  Pledge  cards  were  distribu¬ 
ted  which  covered  a  period  of  several 
years,  but  from  pledges  given  for  the 
coming  year  and  with  the  amount 
raised  the  last  afternoon,  the  sum  was 
brought  up  to  about  v$9200,  so  that 
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the  amount  needed  to  begin  the  work 
is  nearly  in  sight.  Your  delegates 
were  pleased  to  pledge  $25.00  to  each 
of  these  funds.  When  nominations 
from  the  floor  were  called  for  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  withdrawal 
of  Miss  Hay's  name  for  the  second 
place  on  the  ballot  for  president,  Miss 
Mclsaac  again  refused  to  allow  her 
name  to  be  placed  on  the  ticket.  The 
officers  elected  were :  President,  Gen¬ 
evieve  Cooke  of  San  Francisco;  vice 
presidents,  Adda  Eldredge  of  Chica¬ 
go,  and  Margaret  Whitaker  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  ;  secretary,  Mathild  Krueger 
of  Detroit;  treasurer,  Mrs.  C.  V. 
Twiss,  New  York;  directors,  Mary 
M.  Riddle,  Newton  Lower  Falls; 
Jane  A.  Delano,  Wtishington ;  Agnes 
G.  Deans,  Detroit;  Mary  C.  Wheeler, 
Chicago;  Ella  P.  Crandall,  New  York 
and  Lydia  A.  Giberson,  Philadelphia. 

There  were  a  number  of  invitations 
for  the  next  convention.  The  one 
from  St.  Louis  was  accepted. 

Your  delegates  wish  to  express 
their  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
privilege  of  representing  this  associa¬ 
tion  at  Atlantic  City.  It  was  a  most 
inspiring  meeting  and  we  wish  all  of 
the  nurses  might  be  able  to  attend.

NURSES’  RELIEF  FUND. 


The  relief  fund  is  a  special  fund  of 
the  American  Nurses’  Association  es¬ 
tablished  for  the  benefit  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  who  may  from  any  cause  be  in 
need  of  financial  aid. 

After  considering  a  pension  fund 
for  several  years,  the  idea  of  a  relief 
fund  took  definite  form  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  Boston,  June,  1911.  It  was 
decided  to  begin  the  accumulation  of 
this  fund  at  once,  and  $1,600  was 
pledged  by  the  members  present. 


The  committee  having  this  matter 
in  charge,  recommends  that  the  affili¬ 
ated  associations  shall  solicit  from 
their  membership  small  contributions 
by  the  plan  that  seems  best  suited  for 
their  special  association ;  that  the 
members  may  feel  that  they  have 
shared  equally  in  establishing  this 
fund,  and  that  though  they  may  never 
be  in  need  themselves,  they  are  help¬ 
ing  to  provide  for  some  sister  nurse. 

With  a  membership  of  not  less  than 
20,000  in  the  American  Nurses’  Asso¬ 
ciation,  individual  contributions  of  $1 
a  year  for  three  years  would  develop 
a  fund  of  $60,000  without  conscious 
effort  on  the  part  of  any  one  member ; 
or  contributions  of  $5  annually  from 
each  member  for  two  years,  would  de¬ 
velop  a  fund  of  $200,000. 

Once  a  permanent  fund  of  $50,000 
has  been  reached,  small  contributions 
from  new  graduates  and  annual  sums 
from  the  treasuries  of  the  affiliated 
associations  will  maintain  a  balance 
that  will  meet  all  needs. 

The  committee  recommends  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ruling  for  the  relief  fund : 

Object. — To  provide  financial  aid  in 
time  of  emergency,  to  give  relief  to 
disabled  members  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for,  and  to  establish  a  loan  fund. 

Eligibility. — Any  member  .of  an 
alumnae,  city,  county  and  state  asso¬ 
ciation,  or  any  other  organization 
affiliated  with  thg  American  Nurses’ 
Association,  shall  be  eligible  for  the 
benefits  of  this  fund.  Such  benefits 
shall  be  for  disability  from  illness, 
accidents,  or  from  losses  by  flood,  fire, 
or  other  calamities,  or  for  funeral  ex¬ 
penses.  This  is  not  to  apply  to  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  families  able  to  care 
for  them,  or  where  provision  has  al¬ 
ready  been  made  by  their  local  asso¬ 
ciation. 

Administration. — That  the  fund  be 
held  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  American  Nurses’  Association. 
Administration  and  amount  of  benefits 
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to  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Chairman  of  the  Re¬ 
lief  Fund  Committee. 

Disbursement. — Benefits  from  the 
fund  shall  not  be  available  until  it  has 
reached  v$10,000.  When  the  amount 
suhscrihed  shall  exceed  that  sum,  such 
excess,  with  the  accumulated  interest, 
may  he  used  in  dire  necessity;  and 
when  the  fund  has  reached  $25,000,  it 
shall  be  available  for  loans. 

Suggestions  from  the  affiliated  so¬ 
cieties  for  the  accumulation  of  this 
fund,  or  for  its  management,  will  be 
gladly  received  by  the  Relief  Fund 
Committee.  After  paying  the  neces¬ 
sary  expenses  for  the  promotion  of 
the  work,  the  report,  at  Atlantic  City 
in  June,  1913,  showed  a  balance  of 
$6,943.43. 

The  committee  urges  upon  the 
alumnae  associations  and  members  of 
the  American  Nurses’  Association,  a 
quick  realization  of  the  $10,000  nu¬ 
cleus,  as  the  need  is  pressing.
